1948, Tho commission included five Soviet representatives, two of them in

Ao The rebuilt underground plant hes been equipped with new rechines, with the
exception of special lathes uvhich were ordered in Switzerland, the United
Stotes and Canada, bubt not delivered. The Soviets reportedly promised to
return to the Dubnica factory all machines they had previcusly dismantled
there and taken to the USIR as German property.

5, Labor strength of the esteblishment, which has finetuated between 4,000 and
5,000 18 to be inereased gradually to 15,000.
